A most interesting caremony took place 
at the Supreme Court, this morning, when 
the Fall Court, comprising. tho . Chief 
Justice, Sir Francis Piggott and Mr Justica 
Gompertz, in the presence of the members 
of the Hongkong Bar palda high tribate 
to the late Puisne Judge, Mr Fnatice Wise, 
who has just retired, besddes extending s 
-moat hearty welcome Lo the newly appoint- 
ed Poisne Judge, Mr Justice Gompertz, 
who has been acting for some time.

whose name would be honoured in that 
list which is called the pension list. 
It-might seem presumptious on his part 
to speak. to them, many of whom had 
known him’ much longer than he had, 
bat he had come to know their friend Wise 
in that, intimate relationship which must 
ever exist betwoen j i dgos wheso work fell 
together ; although he had only known him 
for.a whilc—enough to know that no ons 
was better fitted for the duties of judge. 
He knew him as a man and they know him 
to be very wise and in fact they knew him 
as “Summary Wise.” Indeed to sum- 
mary .was he in his  wetheds .thab he 
must also have astonished himsolf to find 
how silenthe was. But-welcome to the 
coming as well as the parting, and he 
spoke aa the Court of the Colony, The

ition amongst the courts of His 
Risjesty’s Domniona over the seas, for 
here the West tho East and here 
men of many nationalities flocked to see if 
they could get something out of it.
